Mr. O’Connell, who will also as- 
sist in football coaching, has been 
varsity basketball coach since 1953 
at Dover high school (N.H.). His 
three-year basketball record at 
Dover was 34 wins and 26 losses. 
He also coached the junior varsity 
football team to an undefeated 
season in 1953. 

From 1947 to 1952, Mr. O’Con- 
nell was basketball coach, track 
coach, and football line coatih at 
Somersworth, N. H. His five-year 
basketball record there was 86 
wins and 23 losses. 

Excells In Basketball, Track 

He was graduated from Nashua 
(N.H.) high school in 1937, and 
from New Hampshire University 
in 1947. While in high school he 
was an all-state forward selection 
in basketball, and state pole, vault 
champion in 1937. 

... At St, Anselm’s, Mr. . Q’Connell 
played on varsity football and 
basketball teams. He was also a 
member Of Rho Kappa Sigma hon- 
orary scholastic society. His grad- 
uate study was done at the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire. 

All-Service Selection 

Mr. O’Connell was on active duty 
with the Army Air Corps from 
1942 until 1944. He was selected 
to the 1944 Southeastern U.S. All- 
Service football team. 

Besides his heavy coaching dut- 
ies in recent years, Mr. O’Connell 
has served as playgrounds director 
in Somersworth and Dover since 
1947, where he was responsible for 
organizing many Little League 
baseball teams. He has also been^ 
active in various other civic enter- 
prises. 

Last year he served as president 
of the New Hampshire Coaches 
Association, and he has served on 
several of the athletic executive 
boards in the state.

Another record enrollment has been established at St. Joseph’s Col- 
lege for the 1955-56 school year. A total of 804 students were on hand ’ 
for the official opening of school on Thursday, Sept. 15. 

The total enrollment, of St. Joseph’s College five years ago was half 
of what it is today. Even with the addition of two new upperclassmen 
residence halls, Bennett and Noll, the campus la Tilted' to capacity. - 
Hotels Accommodate Overflow 

A number of freshmen even had to be housed in Rensselaer hotels 
until room could be made for them on campus. It is obvious that addi- 
tional residence halls are needed if the college intends to continue its 
enlargement program. - \ 

Of this record total, 411 are new students with 26 seminarians en- 
tering Xavier Hall for the first time. Returning and re-entering veterans

Six Countries Represented 
Canada, Germany, Nicaragua, 
Italy, and Spain, as well as four- 
teen states, are represented by the 
new students. Chicago sent the 
largest representation, 109 new 
students.

This year our intramural program is entering a new phase. In the 
past, a few teams have dominated the scene because of the system of 
allowing teams to be organized without consideration of the residence of 
the players, thereby developing a few powerhouses to override the rest 
of the competition. 

Mr. James Beane, intramural director, has, after 
much consideration, developed a system which 
should eliminate this flaw in our I.M. program. 

The new program will basically be one between the halls, with the 
Veterans Club as a special unit equivalent to a hall. Any veterans living 
in a hall may play with that hall if they wish. Veterans or married men 
from town may play on any team they wish. Men living in one hall must 
play on a team from that hall. Each hall may enter as many teams in 
any sport as it sees fit but eafch team must submit a roster and a player 
may only play for the team whose roster he is on.

Beane has also introduced an All Sports Trophy. 

This award will be presented in the spring to the _ . 

™~ — — ~ -brail which has accumulated- the most- points inthe~™~r- — — 
intramural competition during the year. 

An explanation of the point system is as follows : Points will be given 
for each team entered in any sport with special extra points being given 
to those halls having less than 65 students. In sports such as tennis, 
since they are of a more individual nature, there will be a limit of 
seven entry points per hall but no limit on the number of entries from a 
hall. 

There will be no distinction between major and minor sports in tha 
distribution of points. Winners in each sport will receive 10 points, sec- 
ond place — eight points, third place — six points, fourth place — four 
points and the fifth place team in any event will receive two point*. 

The program has been broadened in the number 
of activities which it includes. This year an at- 
tempt will be made to push the individual sports 
as well as the team sports. They will receive as 
equal acknowledgement as any other I.M. activity. 1 * 

In order to give due compensation for the sports which run for a 
longer season the Student Council has announced that it will give 
awards to the winners of pre-season tournaments in football, basketball, 
12-inch softball and 16-ihch softball. 

The first activity which the Intramural program offers will be a 
horseshoe tournament beginning Monday, Sept. 26.

2. Place Kick Holder May Ad- 
vance Ball: To avoid the recur- 
ring controversy of whether a 
place-kick holder had illegally 
run the ball or had fumbled 
and legitimately recovered and 
advanced, the new rule simply 
allows the holder to pass, kick 
or run the ball himself. 

3. The “Sleeper” Play: Whereas 
the “sleeper” play formerly 
could not be used immediately 
following a substitution, it is 
now virtually eliminated by the 
rule requiring all offensive 
players to be within ’15 yards 
of the ball. 

4. Pass Receiver Eligibility: Pre- 
viously, to make a tackle eligi- 
ble for a pass, one end would 
drop back and the opposite 
halfback would move up on the 
offensive shift. To avoid de- 
fensive confusion concerning 
the exact position of that end, 
the rule change forbids the 
presence of a teammate behind 
or outside of the end man on 
the line of scrimmage. A guard 
or tackle, therefore, can still 
be eligible for a forward pass 
if a legal shift is used. 

5. Fair Catch Signal: When a 
kick receiver executed the fair 
catch signal (hand extended 
above the head and waved from 
side to side) incorrectly, a 15 
yard penalty resulted. To les- 
sen the chance of this error re- 
curring, ■ the amended rule 
merely requires the hand to be 

. extended clearly.: above the
